of twelve and eighteen, and if 
they do not gel their growth 
then they are quite likely nev- 
er to get it. Tbe criminals in 
the English prisons are on an 
average two inches shorter 
than the people outside, which 
showB that between the years 
of twelve and eighteen, when 
tbey should have been grow- 
ing, they were perhaps neg- 
lected, not well fed, or indulg- 
ing in vice and sin, and so fail- 
ed to grow up as they should 
have done into good and use- 
ful men and women. 

That boy who spends his 
money for cigarettes or cigars, 
and spends his time smoking 
them will never get his growth. 
He will not be a strong, solid 
man, nor will he be a rony, 
healthy, vigorous fellow, act- 
ive as a squirrel, quick as a 
cat, and swift && a mountain 
deer.' If he wants to get his 
growth, be muBt let alono> ci- 
gars, tobacco, vice, and sin, 
and must work, and eat, and 
sleep, and live as a good boy 
should live, and then he may 
be of some ubo in the world. 

Here is a girl who is not 
likely to get her growth while 
she drinks tea and coffee, and 
keeps awake nights when she 
ought to be in bed and asleep.

fate of the king in the Arabian 
tale. Never torn down a corner 
of a page to hold your place. 
Never pat in a toiled card, or a 
stained envelope, or a bit of dir- 
ty string, or a piece of damp 
newapaper. Always ate a rega- 
lar book-mark. The simplest, 
and one of the best, is a card, at 
large as a visiting card. By cut- 
ting this twice longitudinally 
from one end almost to the other 
you will have a three-legged 
book-mark which rides a straddle 
on the page, one leg on the page 
below and two on the 
page yaw with to open 
at. Never allow your books 
to get damp, as tbey may mildew. 
Never allow them to get hot, as 
the boards may warp, and the 
leather may crack. Never put 
them on a ehelf high up near the 
ceiling of a room lighted with 
gas, as the results of gas com- 
bustion are highly injurious. 
Never pot books with metal 
clasps or with decorative naile 
on the shelves by the side of 
other hooka, for the delicate 
binding! of the other books will 
duffer. Put all such hedgehogs 
of booke in drawers and trays by 
themselves. 

It is best not to cover tbe books 
of a library with paper. At Mr. 
Wm. F. Poole pate it, "the cov- 
ering is expensive, troublesome, 
and quite as much an injury aa a 
protection to a book. A book 
covered with paper ie likely to 
need rebinding sooner than if it 
be not covered." A room full of 
books covered with paper is dull 
and monotonous, and no one who 
has ever glanced into such a room 
will be inclined to disagree with 
Mr. Poole when he says that 
"booke lose their individuality 
by being covered," This is only 
an aesthetic disadvantage. It also 
reduces the usefullnees of the 
books, as they are less easily 
bandied and kept apart and in 
order. However, it may be well 
to cover the children's school 
books, but with muslin not paper, 
Never attempt to classify books 
on your shelves by the color of 
the binding or by the sizes ot 
the books themselves. Put the 
works of an author together, so 
far as possible, however incon- 
gruous their size may be. And 
try to keep booke on the same 
and kindred subjects as cloae to- 
gether as may be convenient, —
